HOOVER TALKS 
HARDING 
WORLD ISSUES 


“Modify Treaty and 
Let’s Get to Work.” 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 

Marion, O., Dec. 12.—[Special.]— 
President’ Elect: Harding and Herbert 
Hoover discussed the league of na- 
tions, the industrial situation in Amer- 
ica, famine, relief and reconstruction 
in Europe, and the whole gamut of the 
world’s troubles in a two hour confer- 
ence today. No conclusions were in- 
dicated, nor was anything said of the 
part Mr. Hoover may ead in the new 
administration. 

Mr. Hoover motored over from Co- 
lumbus with two of his relief workers 
and remained until after luncheon. A 
little reception was held for him at 
the Marion club. He was an incon- 
spicuous figure in a well worn, un- 
creased blue suit, a slouch hat, old 
brown shoes, and heavy overcoat. His 
hair is graying, but he radiates the 
vigor of youth. 

Favors Modified League. 

“We discussed the league,” Mr. 
Hoover told newspaper men. “I have 
always been in favor of taking this 
league and the peace treaty and modi- 
fying them. I see no use in reopen- 
ing ten thousand questions that have 


| been closed and committed to docu- 


ments. It must be substantia!ly modi- 
fied in machinery and other ways. I 
believe it can be done and that the 
other members of the league will ac- 
cept America’s lead.” 

On the general problem of recon- 
struction in Europe, Mr. Hoover in- 
formed Mr. Harding that these steps 
were necessary: 

Extension of credit to European 
countries, so that they can build up 
their manufacturing industries and 
become paying consumers to America’s 
surplus production of raw materials. 

Fixing the German indemnity so the 
Germans will know just what they 
have to do and will set about doing it 
with a will. 

Some arrangement by which Russia 
can go to work again and do her nec- 
essary share in the world’s préduction. 

Helping Europe Helps U. S. 

Mr. Hoover's ideas on the rehabilita- 
closely the 
broad lines of policy announced by the 
American Foreign Trade Finance cor- 
poration launched in Chicago Satur- 
day. It is his idea that the American 
agricultural situation will be relieved 
in this way, rather than by extengion 
of help to American farmers. 

It is necessary, he said, to make con- 
sumers abroad, get the wheat and 
other products moving, and the privi- 
leges will take care of themselves. 

The great need for Europe,.he said, 
was to go to work and produce, and 
America must help in this. He said 


America was in the same position that 


England was in 1860, when her sur- 
plus production made it necessary to 
create new markets by investing in 
America and other foreign securities 
and industrials. 

How Britain Met Problem. 

Therefore, England built railways 
in America, Mexico, South America— 
anywhere that protection to capital 
was guaranteed. 

Europe will starve to death, he de- 
clared, unless a way out is found. He 
told of the great relief work which he 
is heading now, the raising of $33,000,- 
000 in America to take care of children 
in European asylums, placed there by 
| organizations of Quakers and Jews and 
others. 

He disclosed that Mrs. Harding has 
agreed to take 250 of these “invisible 
guests” this Christmas time, paying 
$10 for the care of each child until 
the next harvest. This arrangement 
is made possible by coéperation with 
local organizations.

Nation Is Swept by 
Gambling Orgy. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—[United 
Press.]—Approximately $2,000,000,000 
changed hands this year as a result of 
the gambling mania, it was estimated 
here today on the basis of information 
reaching government heads through 
official and unofficial channels. 

Treasury officials are deeply con- 
cerned over the situation, which indi- 
cates, they say, that the United States 
is still clinging to wasteful and extrav- 
agant habits that grew up since the 
armistice. * 

The situation has been brought to 
the attention of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Houston. Director William Mather 
Lewis of the savings division now is 
considering whether a general appeal 
to the public through ministers and 
civic societies would be effective in 
checking gambling. 

Frenzy Seizes Nation. 


Lewis has just returned to Washing- 
ton from a trip through the country 
in which he gave some attention to a 
study of the situation. 

“Gambling at cards and betting on 
racing has reached a frenzy never be- 
| fore equaled,” he said. “Thousands 
appear to be engaged in it in one form 
or another, either as betting commis- 
sioners or bettors. 

“Tt is true that money changing 
ownership through games of chance 
does not represent economic waste. But 
seldom are winnings put to any useful 
economic purpose. 

“The federal government, of course, 
is powerless to act to check the mania 
except through a moral appeal.” 

No Loss, But No Gain. 
Nearly $1,000,000,000 was won at 


poker and other card games alone this 
year, it was estimated. Tax receipts 


on sales of playing cards now average | 


more than $3,000,900 a year. This in- 
dicates the sale of. 40,000,000 packs, 
which alone cost more than $15,000,000.

Soviets Rap 
Allies’ Note 
Sent Greece 


.LONDON, Dec. 12.—The Russian 
soviet government suddenly has taken 
part in the Greek troubles by sending 
a strong note of protest to Great Brit- 
ain, France, and Italy against their 
“brutal interference in the affairs of 
the Hellenic people,” according to a 
Moscow dispatch to the Daily Herald. 

The soviet does not threaten any ac- 
tion on behalf of Greece, but it pre- 
dicts that the Greek laboring masses 
“soon will free themselves from the 
unsolicited tutorship of imperialist 
powers.” 

M. Tchitcherin, the bolshevik for- 
eign minister, in a note as quoted by 
the Herald, says the soviet government 
has learned that Great Britain, France, 
and Italy have warned the Hellenic 
government that in the event of the 
restoration of King Constantine they 
will take reprisals against Greece. 

“The soviet has no sympathy with 
monarchies or kings,” M. Tchitcherin 
is reported as saying, “but it has a 
good deal with a people which, like 


inadequate manner, against the policy 
of war for conquest imposed upon it 
by an imperialist régime with the aid 
of foreign bayonets.” 


Constantine Ready for Home. 
LUCERNE, Dec. 12.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press.]—Preparations have 
been completed for the departure of 
former King. Constantine of Greece 
and his family for Venice Tuesday, on 
the first stage of their journey to 
Athens. The royal baggage, consisting 
of 220 trunks and boxes, was taken to 
the railroad station this morning.

FLAMES 
HALF HOUR 
AFTER AMBUSH 


Cost of Reprisal Is 
Put at $15,000,000.

CORK, Dec. 12.—A blackened, 


tumbled, smoking heap of twisted 
girders, charred rafters, piled up 
ruins tonight marks the site of 
what yesterday was the beautiful 
downtown section of Cork. 

Swift and drastic reprisals put 
the torch to the city and instituted 
a reign of terror and a series of 
house to house hunts for Irish reb- 
els, in which civilians were rough- 
ly searched and sometimes beaten 
by squads of Royal Irish constab- 
ulary members. 


Reprisals Follow Raid. 

The military vengeance was put 
under way within thirty minutes 
after a party of Sinn Feiners.am- 
bushed a motor lorry filled with 
troops returning to their barracks 
after a country road patrol. The 
ambuscade was staged at 7:30 
o'clock last night within a mile of 
the garrison quarters. 

From early afternoon on Satur- 
day large numbers of special con- 


ing into the city, and as they 
marched to their quarters, fully 
armed with rifles, revolvers, and 
double rows of bandoliers full of 
ammunition, they made a formid- 
able display. 

When the lorry rounded Dil- 
lon’s cross onto old Youghal road, 
two bombs were hurled and re- 
volver fire was opened on them 
from behind a dead wall facing 
a terrace of houses. 


12 Soldiers Wounded. 


Twelve of the occupants of the 
lorries : were immediately put 
out of action, sustaining serious 
wounds, from which there has 
been already one death. 

The drivers were not incapac- 
itated, and, though the fire was re- 
turned with vigor, after some time 
the lorries had to.proceed with

Half an hour afterwards the 
city resounded to revolver and 
rifle fire.

MUTINY TO POET; 
SEE FIUME DRIVE 


Italian Ultimatum May 
Forecast Offensive. 


TRIEST, Dec. 12.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The first break in the 
regular Italian army occurred BSatur- 
day when four armored cars started 
from Udine, three of which succeeded 
in reaching the palace of Gabriele d’An- 
nunzio in Fiume. 

The fourth car was stopped by a sen- 
tinel, who threw under its wheels ob- 
stacles which cut the tires. The crew 
of the car, however, escaped and fled to 
Fiume on foot. 

Gen. Cavigiia, Italian commander, on 
Saturday went to Abbazia, Istria, 
known as “the Niee of Italy,” where 
he conferred with commanders oppos- 
ing D’Annunzio. 

It is stated that, owing to the im- 
movable position of D’Annunzio, the 
government intends to send an ultima- 
tum to him containing the threat of 
an offensive action. It is reported, 
however, that D’Annunzio would wel- 
come any military demonstration. 


‘MARTIAL LAW 
SHEER MADNESS,’

LONDON, Dec. 12.—Archbishop Man- 
nix of Australia, interviewed by the 
Sunday Times regarding the possibility

RADIATES PEACE, 
CHAPLAINSTATES 


Slee ps, Works, and 


Hopes Well at Doorn.

BERLIN, 12.—Along with mil- 
lions of ordinary Germans-and the en- 
tire German industrial, financial, and 
political leadership, William MHohen- 
zollern, once the Gérman kaiser, looks 
towards America for aid which will 
help Germany to regain her place as 
one of the world’s great nations. | 
The béarer of this statement was 


Dr. von Dryander, formerly the Ger- 


man court chaplain and a boyhood 
friend and instructor of the former 
kaiser. Dr. von. Dryander returned to 
Berlin yesterday when Holland’s visé 
on his passport expired. . 

Seeks to Disprove Rumors.. 

In hope that he could controvert cer- 
tain rumors about the former kaiser’s 
failing health and morale, Dr. von 
Dryander gave this interview. 

“The hatred caused by the war will 
be most easily forgotten in America, 
in the former kafser’s opinion,” he 
said. “He has frequently remarked 
that he looks forward to a reconcilia- 
tion between Germany and America. 
He believes America will help Ger- 
many economically and that Germany 
will give America the nefit of its 
scientific and cultural studies and that 
both nations will profit from the re- 
newed friendship which the former 


Kaiser hopes will grow. 


“He feels that certain of the former 
enemies of Germany desperafely are 
trying to continue to_foster this ha- 
tred among their peoples and that a 
campaign of vilification and lies still 
is continuing about him and about 
Germany. . 

“It is a sore spot with him that 
British ministers of the gospel at- 
tacked him from their puhpits, but the 
former German ruler is a®®ve all smal! 
hatreds. 

“In a real Chrisfan spirit the for- 
mer kaiser is hopeful of a reconcilia- 
tion between all natiens. 

“ William Hohenzollern always stood 
for peace. When history has had the 
chance to judge calmly it will tell the 
truth about his work toward peace. 
And today he believes every good citi- 
zen uld work for international 
peace and unity. 

How He Spends His Time. 

“ His hair had turned slightly grayer 
than when I last saw him,” he said, 
“but otherwise he is not changed. He 
is hale, hearty, and in fine physical 
condition. His habits are regular. He 
rises early, and he works, reads, and 
studies. He is studying principally 
history and archaeology.” 

When asked if the former kaiser felt 
any war guilt Dr. von Dryander re- 
plied: 

“EI wonder if the entente’s states- 
men of 1914 sleep as well nights as the 


former kaiser does.”

The Swiss are one of the 
finest types of foreigners seeking 
homes in the United States. 

While 85 per cent of those making 
application are agricultural laborers, 
they are mostly sons of small farmers, 
well educated, steady and good mate- 
rial for American citizenship.

THE $10,000,000 LIBEL SUITS. 

The city law department has begun libel suits 
against the Daily News and THE TRIBUNE, asking 
$10,000,000 damages in each case for alleged injuries 
done Chicago in the recent campaign. The suits 
are Mayor Thompson's ,political cases presented 
in the name of the city, to be conducted with city 
funds. 

Mr. Thompson has the city governmitnt. He 
has the sanitary district government. He controls 
the county board. He has the office of the state’s 
attorney. He has the election board, controlling 
it through County Judge Righeimer, whom he 
nominated and elected. He has the governorship 
through Len Small, whom he nominated and whom 
the Republican national ticket elected. 

Thus he has more control ever public adminis- 
tration than any one man ever before had in the 
state. He has, in addition, control over the judi- 
ciary through the power to name the Republican 
candidates for judge in the next election. He will 
select them and he and not the people will nom- 


{nate them. 


This is complete centralization of authority and 
contrel. The business houses of Chicago do not 
oppose him because they are afraid of the various 
inspectors who can teach a man to be reasonable. 
The business men contribute to his funds and keep 
their thoughts to themselves. 

The Hearst papers actively support him, advo- 
cate his ideas and indorse his candidates. The 
only opposition and criticism effective enough to be 
disturbing come from the News and THs TRIB- 
ung. The attempt to silence them is made in the 
courts, not in the name of the mayor who was 
criticized, but in the name of the city which he was 


criticized for misgoverning. . 


The cases will be conducted at public expense. 
The News and THe TRIBUNE, as taxpayers, will 
expense of the plaintiff’s case. @So 
will every other Chicago taxpayer even if that tax- 
payer thinks Mr. Thompson’s administration has 
been an expensive damage to Chicago. The city 


is hunting for money to meet its necessary ex-, 


penses, but . 
cases. 
If it were possible to silence a newspaper critic 
by libel suits Thompson could bring his only sur- 
viving opponents into camp and opposition would 
be completely stopped. That would be the end of 
political responsibility in the city and the beginning 
ef completely protected political power. _ 
Before THE TrRiIpuNE is brought into camp in 
this fashion it will do some fighting. The charges 
against Thompson were not charges against the 
city, but against the political acts of the mayor 
administering the city. Trial of the case will 
permit the development of facts which have had 
no opportunity of getting to light and wé believe 
that the nature and significance of these facts,

them, will be revelations, and very likely startling 
to the citizens of Chicago. 

The trial will give an opportunity which other- 
wise might not have been opened to illuminate 
the practices and methods of the city government, 
regarding which the city has been little informed.

There is nothing that reveals more succinctly 
what is going on at this moment in the world’s his- 
tory than the proceedings at the international com- 
munications conference. 

Our late esteemed associates, having been saved 
from dgfeat and assisted to a great victory at the 
expense of 75,000 Arucrican lives and some billions 
of American dollars, are in possession of thé val- 
uable system of German cables, and they show no 
signs of giving us a fair deal in its use either in 
the Atlantic or Pacific. gin 3 

Now, communication is the life of trade. No 4m- 
agination, in fact nothing but experience, which 
we have, is needed to forewarn us as to what our 
merchants and patrons will get in the way of serv- 

| ice, from a cable controlled by trade rivals. We do 
not especially blame these rivals for playing their 
hand, even if they have no-exclusive rights in the 
cards they hold. But we shall blame our govern- 
ment if it does mot insist upon a square deal and 
back that insistence with all the pressure at our 
command. 

The United States should act vigilantly and vig- 
orously to protect its rights to free and prompt 
communications with all markets and to extend 
our facilities. New radio communications especially 
should be established. ra. 

International communication is one of the most 
important of international! problems. Whether we 
have reached a stage at which it can be safely con- 
fided to an international agency may be in doubt, 
but certainly in the present Stage of national con- 
trol and exchange our government should see that 


American trade is not subjected to unfair restric- 
tions.

That the Obregon government is informally 
sounding the Republican leaders rather than the 
outgoing government is only common sense in the 
circumstances. But the situation is embarrassing 
and illustrates again the need for a constitutional 
amendment which shall shorten the period between 
election and inauguration. In 1860 that weakness 
nearly destroyed tHe union, for it permitted traitors 
in the government to use the government's te- 
sources to build up the strength’of the secession- 
ists. In 1916, if Mr. Hughes had won, we should 
have had a very serieus situation, with our policy 
as to Germany suspended for four months. The 
present interregnum is both costly and dangerous, 
unavoidably confusing and retarding action when 
it should be definite and energetic. re 

In fact, this useless inteygegnum will be costly 
and dangerous whenever it occurs in troublous and 
critical times. In normal times we may overlook 
the waste it involves; but it becomes a matter of 
first rate moment in such times as this. We ought 
to take advantage of the present demonstration 
of its unpleasant possibilities to end it. Congress 
should submit an amendment to the states without 
unnecessary delay.

The 
superimposition of D. W. Griffith means the elimi- 
nation of any preceding creative genius. When Mr. 
Griffith puts “Hamlet” on the screen we shall 
realize that Shdkespeare was in his infancy as a| 
dramatist. 7 
_ Having seen “ D. W. Griffith's Way Down East,” 
we think $10 is severa! dollars too much for it. 

One trouble with the movies is that they have 
not learned yet to be om.the square. They think 
too much of hokum. The better producers are get- 
ting more and more on the level with the people, 
but hokum is a great god and his worshipers turn 
timidly from him. Mr, Griffith loves buncombe and 
has made it a special.art, and by Ris talented show- 
manship and genius for puWiicity he establishes 
himself as a standard from which other producers 
have a hard time fighting their way clear. 

This $10 offering-of Lottie Parker's play to him- 
self is merely a high spot in a @areer, but the crit- 
icism which is prompted by it is not caused merely 
by impatience. That impatience.can and will get 
satisfaction another way. Miss Mae’ Tinée, THe 
TRIBUNE'S movie reviewer, will allow Mr. Griffith’s 
$10 opening to go unreviewed and be content with 
one of his rational exhibitions. That is not econ- | 
omy. Itisa protest, for whatever it is worth.

is imperatively incumbent that we shall not only 
rightly order the affairs of all who are actually dwell-,

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AMERICAN MARKET IN 
GERMANY. \ 


Chicago, Dec. 7,—{Editor of ‘The Trib-; 
une.J—There has been some agitation 


many, so that Germans can. buy our 
surplus food and raw materials. Your 
paper has advocated such a measure. 

During the entire period since 1914 an 
important feature of the European situa- 
tion has been the determination of Ger- 
many to recover economically ahead of 
the allies. This is why the Germans fol- 
lowed their policy of destruction and 
confiscation in the industria] districts 
they occupied. To this German sabotage 
of Belgium and France the allied an- 
swer has been the blockade, holding back 
the central powers until the allies can 
get a start. It is now proposed that 
through this loan we neutralize the effect 
of this allied blockade and confer an ad- 
vantage upon German commerce and 
manufacturing interests. 

It will be remembered that since the 
announcement of the treaty terms peri- 
odicals friendly to Germany have clam- 
ored for an “exact determination” of 
the amount of reparations. Now no 
matter how much American assistance is 
given to Germany, it can, under the 
terms of the treaty, be taken ‘into ac- 
count by the allied reparations commis- 
sion in levying damages on Germany. 
Our contributions to Germany's economic 
recovery will therefore, to whatever ex- 

nt is desired by France and England, 
go to rebuild the French and Belgian 
industries which the Germans showed 
such “thoroughness” and “ efficiency ” 
in attempting to permanently destroy..

CORRECTING THE “ ANTI-SAVERS.” 


Peoria, Ill., Dec. 8.—[{Edit of The 
Tribune. )—Lest the “ anti-savers” imag- 
ine they have carried the day, I would 
like to say a word in behalf of thrift, of 
which we hear so little and see less these 
days. 

The mistake the anti-savers made is in 
assuming that money saved is money put 
out, of circulation. This is only true 
when money is hid away at home, for 
which there is no excuse. 

Money deposited in a bank does not go 
out of circulation. If it did there woul 
be no profit in banking. It is loaned as 
quickly as possible to people who need 
it for legitimate purposes, such as build- 
ing homes, buying live stock and machin- 
ery by farmers, or to businesg men, very 
few of whom but what depend on the 
banks for part of the capital required to 
carry on their business. 

One of the causes of the present slump 
in business is the scarcity of money, 
making it impossible for the business 
man to borrow except at a high rate of 
interest, if he is able to secure it at all. 

As a man's earning years do not on 
an average make up over two-thirds of 


‘this lifetime, the man who does not save 


anything through those years cannot 
claim to have paid his way through life, 
for in his later years, when his earning 
power is gone, he either becomes a charge 
on his children or an object of charity.

Mrs. Courtney Winn is a stenograph- 
er by day, a sleuth by night, which ex- 


plains why Attorney Thomas J. Keogh 
of the law department of Armour &€ 
Co. had no sooner returned from an 
eighteen months’ sojourn in South 
America than Mrs. Winn knew it. 

The Winns, who used to live in a 
five room apartment at 206 East Gar- 
field boulevard, now occupy one house- 
keeping room at 6345 Ingleside avenue. 
There are Mr. dnd Mrs. Winn and Vin- 
cent and Betty, 4 and 3 years old re- 
spectively. Mr. Winn is a cripple. 

The story begins the morning of 
March 20, 1918, when the bread earner 
of the family was hit by Mr. Keogh’s 
automobile.

In the two 
years and nine months that have 
elapsed since the accident he has 
worked only three months. 

“Mr. Keogh implored us not to sue 
him. as it would injure his standing 
with Armour & Co,” Mrs. Winn said 
last night. “ He visited us in January 
of 1919 and offered a cash settlement 
of $7,000. He said he might do better, 
but the company was sending him to 
St. Paul for a few days. We learned 
later he went to South America. 

“J wrote to Arthur Meeker, general 
manager of Armour & Co., informing 
him of the affair. I was not permitted 
to see Mr. Meeker but I was told Mr. 
Keogh might be gone two or three 
years. We then decided to file suit,

No Vital Changes 
In Game’s Conduct 


0 revolutionary: changes in 
the conduct of major league 
baseball will be brought 
about through ratification of 

the agreement passed on by Amer- 
ican and National league commit- 
tees in New York yesterday. The 
one real change, and this was evi- 
dent from the moment Judge Landis 
was selected as supreme arbiter, 
is that the powers of the presidents 
of the two majors are curtailed. 
Under the old national agreement, 
the commission comprised of the 
two league presidents, along with 
Chairman Garry Herrmann, voted 
in all cases coming before the body 
for settlement. This power now is 
vested solely in Landis. Under the 
new scheme clubs even waive all 
rights to carry disputes into the 
courts. The entire burden of keep- 
ing the game clean rests on the 
shoulders of the new commission.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Despite the opposition of Rep- 
} resentative Mann of Illinois and other 
leaders the house is expected to pass 
the bill tomorrow suspending immigra- 
tion for one year. | 

The real fight over the measure will 


take place in the senate, in which 
there will be extended debate on the 
whole immigration question. 

Senator Dillingham of Vermont, 
chairman of the former United States 
immigration commission and for sev- 
eral years chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on immigration, will introduce 
a bill tomorrow which provides that 
the number of aliens of any nationality 
who may be admitted to the country 
as immigrants in any fiscal year sha\! 
be limited to 5 per cent of the numbe 
of persons of such nationality alread 
residing here. 

The proposed restriction, however, 
does not apply to immigrants who are 
native born or naturalized citizens of 
countries of the western hemisphere. 


FIGHT ON REDS 
CLOTHING 
TRADE BEGINS 


New York, Dec. 12.—Manufacturers 
in the clothing trade do not intend to 
“lend themsel¢es to the establishment 
of sovietism in their industry,” de- 
clared William Bandler, president of 
the Clothing Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, in a statement issued here to- 
night. He characterized as “ humbug, 
sham, and false pretense” the union’s 
charge that the manufacturers have 
inaugurated a “lockout” and plan to 
return to “sweatshop conditions.” 

“This will be evidenced,” the state- 
ment added, “ by the fact that the em- 
ployers are about to put into operation 
a plan of work whereby employment 
will be given to the thousands of 
workers who for a long time have been 
idle, because of the inability of the 
manufacturers to compete and secure 
business.” 


Metal Prices Cheap, 
Mexican Mines Closing 

Mexico City, Dec. 12.—With approx- 
imately onethird of the republic’s 
3,500 silver and copper mines closed 
because the low market price of 
these m s, the government this week 
will take emergency measures to pre- 
vent complete paralysis of the indus- 
try, according to a treasury department 
statement. 

More than §60,000 laborers would be 
made idle if all the mines closed. 

The action is expected to take the 
form of a presidential decree reducing 
freight rates and feleral taxes and an- 
nulling laws restricting the importa- 
ton of materials such as steel, pow- 
der, acids, and tools.

The whole world is suffering from an 
economic ailment as the result of the 
great war. To believe we can escape 
our share of the treuble is foolish. What 
is needed now is a realization of the 
trouble and a great endeavor based on 
common sense and codperation shorn of 
selfish purposes to remedy the situation. 

Just now there are being praposed al] 
manner of qtick and simple cures for 
economic disease. There is the plea from 
every industry that more credit will solve 
its particular troubles. There is the 


threat of curtailed production in both 


agriculture and manufactures as a means 
of reversing the downward course of 
commodity prices. There is the will-o- 
the-wisp of disposing all our surplus to 
foreign countries at high prices. In gen- 
eral, there is a diversified fleld of pro- 
posals which suggest that, in an eco- 
nomic sense, we can ift ourselves by 
our bootstraps. 
Some Cold Facts Presented. 

Let us look a few cold facts in the 
face and reason therefrom. The great 
losses caused by the world war, in 
Wealth accumulated, in lessened man

Since the last meeting, held in Chicago 
a few weeks ago, the various subcom- 
mittees have been making a careful study 
of different systems of marketing. Just 
what the new method of selling wheat 
and other grains will be has not yet been 
decided. ‘The subcommittees will make 
reports of the various systems investi- 
gated, coUperative and otherwise. 

“Contrary to popular opinion in the 
cities, farmers did not, as a class, make 
money out of the war period,” says a 
statement fssued by the committee. 
“ Therefore, the farmer was in no par- 
ticularly happy frame of mind when the 
recent raids on the gr@in market began. 
The farmer's costs are going up rather 
than down. The farmer asks for some 
kind of @ square deal so freely vouch- 
gafed to organized industry and labor.”
